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72. (previously presented) The method of claim 56, wherein the antibody has polyepitopic 
specificity. 

73. (currently amended) The method of claim 56, wherein the antibody is a human antibody , 
a chimeric antibody , or a humanized antibody. 

74. (previously presented) The method of claim 56, wherein the antibody is an antibody 
fragment. 

75. (currently amended) The method of claim 74, wherein the antibody fragment comprises 
a Fab fragment, a Fab' fragment, a F(ab')2 fragment, or a Fv fragment. 

76. (previously presented) The method of claim 56, wherein the antibody is a 
heteroconjugate antibody. 
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
